A-V 8.05 Contract reqmremeuts In addition to provisions otherw1se
provided by law, every district contract for services shall be in wrltmg
and at a minimum ghall:

1) Identlfy the parties to the contract

(2) Specify the dates during which services will be provaded

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(3) Specify the total compensation due the distriet under the contract,
the schedule of payments, the number of persons to be served under the
contract, and the type of service to be provided,

(4) Require that the service recipient certify that it does not diserimi-
nate on the basis of age, race, color, sex, creed, handicap, political persua-
sion, ancestry or sexual orientation against:

(a) Any employe or applicant for employment, in regard to tenure or
term, condition or privilege of employment except where there is a bona
fide occupational qualification.

(b) Any student or any applicant for enrollment in regard to admission
or privilege of enrollment.

(8) Specify that distriet employes performing under the contract re-
main under the exclusive control of the district.,

(6) Specify the location where services are to be performed.

(7) Specify whether the district shall grant eredits for instructional
services performed.

{8) Specify the distribution of royalties if material subject to copyright
is developed pursuant to a contract,

A-V 8.06 Reporting standards. (1) The district board shall submit to the
board copies of all contracts entered into under this chapter within 30
days of their approval by all parties to the contract.

(2} Annually by August 31 and on forms provided by the board the
district board shall report to the board the reimbursed and non reim-
bursed costs for each accounting funetion, the type of service rendered
under each contract, and if the contract involves instruction for eredit,
the number of students served under each contract and the total credits
granted under each contract.
